A Gospel of Leaven (Part IV) 



It saddens me greatly to say this, but after months of study it appears 
that like his predecessor Carter Conlon of Times Square Church is 
also preaching a gospel with leaven. He is one person that had me 
fooled for a long time. He has said many things in the context of his 
messages that didn't sit right with me, but it is only recently that I've sat 
down and put them all together. I soon noticed a disturbing pattern of 
inconsistencies with the Word of God and distortions of scripture. Let 
me share just a few of them with you. 



Is Times Square Church Now Ecumenical? 

Some years back the marquee of the church was changed without much fanfare. Whereas before TSC defined 
itself as '■Nondenominational" it now considers itself 'Interdenominational". What does that mean? 

There are no denominations in the bible, Heaven or the body of Christ; they are an artificial construct of men and 
their religious notions. There is only one body of Christ. Perhaps the difference could be best illustrated as that 
between the plain bagel and "everything bagel"; a plain gospel or a gospel with everything mixed in. We already 
have a name for that despised doctrine in the Christian world: Ecumenical. 

Pagan Practices in the Sanctuary? 

And he brought me into the inner court of the LORD'S house, and, behold, at the door 
of the temple of the LORD, between the porch and the altar, were about five and 
twenty men, with their backs toward the temple of the LORD, and their faces toward 
the east; and they worshipped the sun toward the east.

A while back while telling the TSC congregation that he was opening up the sanctuary for prayer on weekdays 
Mr. Conlon warned them that if they saw people praying with beads in the church not to get alarmed or say 
anything to them 

What? Is Times Square Church now open to pagan prayer just as the temple of the LORD was in Ezekiel's 
time? Reality Check: Mary is dead; prayers to Mary, as are all prayers to the dead are necromancy. That is the 
purpose of Rosary beads, is Pastor Conlon not aware of this fact? Is this what Interdenominationalism is? 

Hath God Said Women Pastors? 

Let the woman learn in silence with all subjection. But I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the man, but to be in silence. 
1 Timothy 2:11-12 (KJV) © 




Carter Cordon's wife has been given the title of pastor at Times Square Church which is in direct contradiction to 
the above scripture. The fact that the issue of women pastors is even debated these days is a sure sign that we 
are living in the end times. I've heard all the excuses before; "But God wants to use me", "Men are just 
threatened by us", 'They are just male chauvinists" and "They only put that in the bible because it was Jewish 
tradition". But as I never tire of saying, scripture is plain; no woman pastors or teachers. In my opinion this 
demonstrates a lack of submission to the authority of scripture which we should not trivialize. 

We Are All Unworthy 

Why do so many pastors have a problem with Christians feeling unworthy? Is that not what draws men to Christ, 
that sense of unworthiness and need for redemption? With sermons like '1 Feel So Unworthy" and "Jesus Take 
the Stones from my Hands" being preached week after week at TSC one would have to assume Carter Cordon 
believes that Christians feeling overwhelming conviction over their sins is the biggest problem facing the church 
today. 

For the time will come when they will not endure sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having itching ears; 
2 Timothy 4:3 (KJV) © 

But as anyone with eyes can look around and plainly see the problem in the body of Christ is quite the opposite; 
that of Christians who will not endure any sound doctrine or correction. Repentance and confession of our sins is 
now considered to be old fashioned and unnecessary. 

"Don't quote scripture at people" 
Carter Conlon 

I deal with people online every day that espouse spiritual nonsense and it frustrates me to no end when I "quote 
scripture at people" and try to show them the truth from the Word of God that they immediately start bleating 
"Stop judging meeee" and misapply verses like Romans 14:4 '_' and Luke 6:37 GD in order to avoid any type 
of correction. 

But this is exactly the apostasy that sermons like "I Feel So Unworthy" and "Jesus Take the Stones from my 
Hands" propagate when pastors like Carter Conlon preach against those who would warn others and call them 
to repentance when they fall into false doctrine or sin It's as if he believes that sins are not imputed to Christians. 

Are Your Garments Spotless? 

"I observe people coming back for salvation every time they fail. They don't realize 
that when they first came to Christ, their sins were dealt with, and they were given a 
cleanness in Christ. If sins were imputed to those who belong to Jesus, they would be 
saved at one o'clock, lost at two o'clock, saved at three, lost at four — just hoping that 
they were on the right side of the clock when their heart finally stopped beating. 

But that is not the way it works. As a genuine believer in Christ, sin is not imputed to 
you. Yes, sin can affect your relationship with God, dulling your mind and causing you 
not to hear His voice."

Sin is not imputed to us? These pastors preach out of both sides of their mouth; on one hand they tell us we must 
live Godly lives but the other teach that sin is not imputed to us? Who is the author of this confusion? It seems 
like Carter Conlon believes he's got some special Teflon garments, because according to Christ we must keep 
our garments: 

Thou hast a few names even in Sardis which have not defiled their garments; and they 
shall walk with me in white: for they are worthy. 
Revelation 3:4 (KJV)© 

Since throughout the bible the garment or robe is used as a metaphor for our salvation, if we can defile them our 
sins must be imputed to us. That is not to say that a single sin causes us to lose our salvation. That is like saying a 
husband could divorce his Bride for burning his dinner. 

But what Bride who loves her husband would repeatedly offend him unintentionally and then refuse to ask for 
forgiveness? Habitually refusing to confess sin eventually leads to alienation of affections. The true Bride of 
Christ will submit to her Husband and seek to please Him But in practice what this teaching propagates is a lack 
of respect for Christ; like a woman who thinks she has her man "in check" (under her control). Only a certain 
type of woman is capable of treating her betrothed in this manner. 

Christ Will Not Be Joined to a Harlot 

How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much torment and sorrow 
give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow. 

Revelation 18:7 (KJV) Z 

Mystery Babylon, the woman spoken of in the above verse is the end times apostate church. She thinks she can 
do as she pleases and 'see no sorrow' because her sins are not imputed to her. She is utterly clueless; she thinks 
she is no widow yet has never even noticed that she has moved far away from her betrothed who is repelled by 
the vile stench of her sins. 

Making people who are saved feel as if their sin is imputed to them is a type of 
diminishing the cross.

Diminishing the cross? To the contrary, to think that Christ for one moment would join Himself to a harlot is to 
diminish His holiness! None of us are worthy yet he clothed us with His righteousness. Our part is to maintain 
these garments by washing them in the blood of the Lamb whenever we transgress. 

For such are false apostles, deceitful workers, transforming themselves into the 
apostles of Christ. And no marvel; for Satan himself is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers also be transformed as the ministers 
of righteousness; whose end shall be according to their works. 
2 Corinthians 11:13-15 (KJV) 



Whether Mr. Conlon is a true man of God is not for me to decide, God is his judge. What we are required to do 
is to 'know them by their fruits' and to warn others when we see doctrines being taught that are contrary to 
scripture in accordance with Romans 16:17 (KJV) ! _ ". I pray that Carter Conlon repents from his apostate 
teachings and takes a firm stand in defense of confessing our sins as scripture commands. I also pray that he 
ceases to persecute those who suffer for Christ by warning their fellow servants and calling them to confessing 
their sins and repentance.
